If simultaneous translation services are used, speakers will be governed by the public testimony time limit
applied to speakers not requesting translation assistance. The President or the Commission may limit the

total testimony to 30 minutes.

Members of the public who want a document placed on the overhead for display should clearly state such

and subsequently remove the document when they want the screen to return to live coverage of the meeting.
